A suggestion that the lie de-

day from Senator Peed (R,), of 
Kansas, “ 

“We're going to hear some plain 
apd fancy lying, and I may ask 
the committee to get a lie de- 
tector,” remarked Heed, whose 
resolution for the inquiry has re* 
eeived the unanimous approval 
of the Senate Post Office Commit- 
tee, and is expected to pass the 
Senate this week. ‘Witnesses will 
be forced to testify under oath, 
and if any are found lying they 
will be prosecuted for perjury.” 

Pearson has been labeled a 
“chronic liar” by President Roose- 
velt, and the author of “mon- 
strous falsehoods” by Secretary of 
State Hull. His sponsor on the 
radio is a company , manufactur- 
ing a laxative, which has been 
aceused by the Federal Trade 
Commission of false and deceptive j 
advertising. 

The investigation was prompted 
by the airing of excerpts from the 
pr^te^orrcspondence of Miss 
u Vi v : en KMI ems* fcomiecticut busi- 
n, with a German em 
gmeer in Argentina. Pearson read 
them on his radio program and 
Representative Coffee (D ) of 
Washington, spread them in the 
Congressional Record. 

excerpts are distributed by 
the Office of Censorship to Gov- 
ernment bureaus, and Reed said 
the location of the leaks had 
been narrowed down to three Gov- 
ernment agencies which he re-, 
fused to name. He has exon- i 
erated Censorship Director Byron £ 
Price of blame. Price has e
